Plans for three new centres stand out 


including construction of 
centenary buildings and 
other related works; estab- 
lishment of colleges at Sid- 
dipet, Jogipet and Narsapur; 
and for transfer of funds to 
the Secretary, BOC, IUT. 

As the block grant of Rs. 
309.54 crore allocated to the 
University for the year is not 
sufficient, the University 
plans to approach the State 
Government for additional 
funds. 

With the financial assis- 
tance of the State Govern- 
ment, the University also 
plans to construct new aca- 
demic blocks at an estimated 
cost of Rs. 40 crore, and new 
residential buildings for the 
Vice Chancellor and the Reg- 
istrar, new buildings for Uni- 
vesity Foreign Relations 


Office, Model High School, 
and Nizamiah Observatory 
at Japal Rangapur at an esti- 
mated cost of Rs. 30.50 
crore. 

Restoration / renovation 
and maintenance of old 
buildings in Arts College and 
Science College at a cost of 
Rs. 10 crore, and restoration 
of old hostel building at Uni- 
versity College of Science, 
Saifabad, at a cost of Rs 2 
crore is also on the cards. 

The University is expect- 
ing Rs. 7.18 crore to be avail- 
able for utilisation from the 
University Grants Commis- 
sion with an expected flow 
of Rs. 5.63 crore this year 
adding to the already avail- 
able amount of Rs. 1.55 
crore. The University has 
lined up expenditure of Rs. 


6.49 crore under this head, 
leaving a balance of Rs. 
69.28 lakh. 

Further, it expects Rs 21.14 
crore to be available under 
the University with Potential 
for Excellence scheme. The 
spending under this scheme 
is expected to be around Rs 
19.35 crore, while the re- 
maining Rs 1.79 crore will be 
carried over as balance to 
the next year. 

The surplus of revenue at 
the PGRR Centre for Dis- 
tance Education (PGRRCDE) 
will be transferred to the 
University Fund Account 
and will be utilised for pay- 
ment of salaries to employ- 
ees, Prof. Rao noted. 

This year, the receipts at 
PGRRCDE are expected to 
touch Rs 32.76 crore, apart

from Rs. 5.15 crore carried 
over from last year. Of this, a 
sum of Rs. six crore is to be 
claimed by University Fund 
Account, considering CDE’s 
own expenditure of Rs. 14.42 
crore and a balance of Rs.

Grant of autonomy 
buoys up Osmania 


uoyed by the grant of highest au- 

tonomy under the graded sys- 
tem by the University Grants 
Commission, Osmania University is 
gearing up to put in place a series of 
initiatives to take full advantage of 
the status. 

The University authorities are in 
discussions with the departments, 
centres and faculty on how best the 
autonomy can be implemented 
across the varsity. 

Osmania University, a Category I 
institution by virtue of its A+ status 
and a score of 3.5 by National Ac- 
creditation and Assessment Coun- 
cil, is one of the few Universities in 
Telangana to be granted “graded au- 
tonomous” status. 

According to a February 2018 no- 
tification, Osmania figures in the list 
of 21 State Universities across the 
country. The UGC note said that the 
autonomous status will facilitate 
Universities to undertake curricular 
reforms, start new courses, intro- 
duce academic innovations, hire 


Pvt varsities law 
raises hackles 


he passage of a new law in the 
Telangana Assembly, permitting 

establishment of private universities 
in the State, has occasioned vocifer- 
ous protests by students on campus. 

Students expressed fears that this 
was the thin end of a wedge that 
would ultimately weaken publicly 
funded higher education, and 
would lead to privatisation of exist- 
ing universities. Student organisa- 
tions enforced a bandh as part of the 
protests on the campus. 

Responding to the charge that the 
government was promoting private 
universities at the cost of State uni- 
versities, Education Minister 
Kadiyam Srihari clarified that the 
government was not rolling out a 
red carpet to private universities. 

“The government will not give 
them any land. If they wanted to 
have tie-ups with foreign universi- 
ties,” Mr. Srihari said, adding that 
they would have to follow all 
statutes of the Centre as also guide- 
lines issued by AICTE and UGC.

resources to fund their 
plans under autonomy 


foreign faculty, enroll foreign stu- 
dents, give incentive-based emolu- 
ments to the faculty, enter into 
academic collaborations and 
run/open distance learning pro- 
grammes provided they generate 
their own resources rather than de- 
pend on the government. These 
Universities can also set up new 
campuses, start own centres as per 
their own Act and regulations gov- 
erning them and have the freedom 
to fix fees. 

“Despite their freedom to start 
their own courses and introduce 
new academic programmes, the 
universities will however remain 
within the ambit of the UGC,” said 
Prakash Javadekar, Union HRD min- 
ister. 


NIRF 2018: 
OU in top 30 
universities 


Oe University has been 
ranked 28th among universities 
in the 2018 edition of the National 
Institutional Ranking Framework. 
The rank was 23 in 2017 and 33 in 
2016. 

This overall rank is arrived at 
based on scores on five creteria, 
namely, teaching and learning re- 
sources; research and professional 
practice; graduation outcomes; out- 
reach and inclusivity; and percep- 
tion. OU performed its best (in 
terms of criterion-wise ranking) in 
‘graduation outcomes’, figuring at 
third place, after JNU and BHU. The 
varsity was placed 37th in terms of 
research and professional practice; 
59th in terms of perception among 
peers and employers; and 98th in 
terms of teaching and learning re- 
sources. 

At 141, OU’s ranking was worst in 
‘outreach and inclusivity’ which 
considers diversity of student body 
and facilities for physically chal- 
lenged students, among others. 


OU-Missouri dual degree 
courses on the anvil 


smania University will start of- 

fering dual degree courses in 
partnership with the University of 
Missouri, St Louis (UMSL) as early as 
this July. OU Vice Chancellor Prof. S. 
Ramachandram had an early morn- 
ing video conference recently with 
UMSL officials to firm up the sub- 
jects that will be part of the pro- 
gramme. 

According to Prof. Ramachan- 
dram, the courses include MS in 
Chemistry (Integrated, 3 years in OU 
+ 2 in UMSL), MS in Computer Sci- 
ence (4 years BTech. in OU and 1 
year in UMSL); MA in Communica- 
tion - (1 year in OU and 1 year in 
UMSL); and MBA (1 year in OU + 1 
year in UMSL). 

Forty students, 10 each from the 
four courses will get an opportunity 
to study in UMSL. Osmania Univer- 
sity officials are working on the 
modalities of this programme. 

The Deepak Vyas Foundation will 
partially fund the overseas part of 


the course for selected students. It is 
also keen on setting up an endow- 
ment fund for this purpose. 

UMSL officials also expressed in- 
terest in bringing their courses in 
criminology and criminal justice, 
and in optometry to Osmania. 

UMSL currently has partnership 
with about 75 universities located in 
50 countries. Most are student-ex- 
change relationships, with some 
being more active than others. 

The video conference was a fol- 
low-up to a meeting the Vice Chan- 
cellor had with the officials of the 
UMSL during his US visit last year. 
Thomas F. George, Vice Chancellor, 
UMSL, Neeta Bhushan, Consul Gen- 
eral of India in Chicago, Joel N 
Glassman, Director, UMSL, and 
Deepak Kant Vyas, Indian American 
entrepreneur, participated in the 
video conference. Dr. C. Srinivasulu, 
IQAC Coordinator, and Prof. K. 
Narender, Director, EMRC, were also 
present.
